A new Japanese ambassador is on the 
way to Moscow, to see what the reaction 
there has been to the Berlin-Rome-Tokyo 
treaty. While the main purpose of this 
threat pact was to frighten the United 
States, it also put Russia between the Jaws 
of widely-spread pincers.

side. They have moved at a speed with which 
sailing vessels could not always cope—three and 
a half knots an hour on the average, up to five 
knots in races like that off the Goodwin Sands 
Dover Cliffs have looked down on Caesar and 
on William the Conqueror, on Monk and Nelson 
locked in battle with the Dutch or French, on the 
Dover Patrol] of the last war.
